After'doing full justice to the excel- 
lent, supper set out’ by Charlie’ Chuck, 
Principal Laske;:: coming: from“an ad- 
joining © district: to the“guest of the 
evening, who was previously: induced 
to act: as’ toastmaster, had’ Mr. Copp 
at his ‘right-hand, ‘and the: pair’ of 
them” were -swapping' reminiscences 
of other climes as-‘only- down-easter 
can’ and. providing quite a'“fund ‘of 
amusement for us westerners. Locke, 
in his usual genial ‘manner, gave the 
two only- toasts ‘of the evening, . the 
King being responded to by singing 
of the National Anthem, led by P. E. 
Kent., The guest,.on rising-~to  re- 
spond, was accorded quite an ovation, 
the company singing “For He’s a 
Jolly Good Fellow.” ’ 

Mr. Copp in his speech reviewed 
the different interests that were 
peculiar to the various provinces 
making up the great Dominion. 

~The government jis carrying 
with a minority in the house, and is 
meeting more than ordinary financial 
difficulfies; ‘With tlie varied inter- 
ests of the Dominion, government can 
be successful only when carried on in 
the spirit of compromise, endeavor- 
ing to serve the best interests of all. 

It was well for eastern people to see 
the west, for they must stand togeth- 
er throughout the length and breadth 
of Canada. Referring to the western 
representation in the house, Mr. Copp 
stated that there has ‘been worse pee; 
ple than the Progressives.— 

The government must give dug 
‘respect to agriculture, which is the 
backbone of Canadian prosperity. 
‘Canad must have people. The Cana- 
dian debt in 1911 was $350,000,000 
with 8,000,000 people to bear it. The 
debt in 1922 is $2,350,000,000 with 
8,500,000 people to assume and repay 
it. The annual expenditure in 1911 
was about 100 millions; last year-it 
was 500 or 600 millions. 

In the matter of railways, there 
are practically three transcontinental 
lines now with very few more people 
than when there was only one. These 
railways must be operated, for trans- 
portation must be provided. We can- 
not throw them away, and no corpor- 
ation would take them over even if 
given to them to operate. 

Mr. Copp did not approve of gov- 
erning the people too much, and 
thought they should be left alone to 
some extent. The King cabinet was 
trying ito carry on as a committee of 
parliament, and he considered the 
premier to be a worthy successor to 
the late Sir Wilfrid..Laurier. 

It costs millions to get the products 
of our soil to the foreign markets, 
but we must secure as wide markets 
as possible for western products. 

‘Mr. Copp closed with an appeal for 
all Canadians. to work together for 
the advancement of their own_towns, 
of their provinces, and of Canada as 
a whole. If that were done, he would 
have no fear for the future of Canada. 

It is regrettable that a man of Mr. 
‘Copp's. ability and standing should 
not ‘have -been “heard ata general 
meeting of the citizens.“ .-

When 
they persist in so doing it might be 
excellent business to head them back 
to Russia, where in 24 hours they can 
have a stomach full of the stuff they 
want to dump on us.

ALBERTA BONDS 
BOUGHT BY NEW 
YORK INTERESTS 


Hdmonton, Sept. 21.—Three mil- 
lions.of twenty-year province of Al- 
berta gold debentures, bearing inter- 
est at five per cent., were sold today 
to the National City Company of 
New York and Montreal, represented 
here by the Bank of Montreal, 
through which the tender was made, 
the price being 97.334. The sale is 
for the entire issue, the proceeds of 
which. are to be used by the govern- 
ment Yor refunding purposes. 

Eight bidders competed, all  offer- 
ing good prices, and indicating a 
strong desire to secure Alberta securi- 
ties. The offer accepted will yield a 
6.22 rate, as compared with 5.19 in 
the recent Saskatchewan sale. It ‘is 
regarded by both the treasury officials 
and finanical men as an excellent sale, 
particularly in view of the unsettling 
effects upon the money market of the 
Near Wastern situation. 

The {ssue will be the last that Al- 
berta .will make this year, all the 
capital ‘expenditure required for 1922 
having..been provided in previous 
sales,

THE HELL-BROTH 


(Winnipeg Tribune) 

The nations and peoples concerned 
in the Near Eastern situation are 
many. Great Britain, France, Italy, 
Turkey, Greece, Bulgaria, Roumania, 
Russia, Jugoslavia, Arahia, India, Ger- 
many, Poland, Mesopotamia and Pal- 
estine are all involved in greater or 
less degree. They. are brewing there 
a hell-broth, and-so far only Great 
Britain is seriously endeavoring to 
put out the fire under it. We may 
hope that France will yet come to her 
senses and ably second the British 
efforts. Up to the present her _pre- 
tended assistance has been really a 
drawback, not an aid. | But there are 
grave misgivings in Paris, and they 
may lead to a reversal-of policy. At 
present Great Britain stands alone, 
which is the reason for her desire 
for assurances of the support of the 
dominions. 

Take them one at a time. Great 

Britain is trying to protect (Mesopo- 
tamia, upon which both Russia and 
Turkey are casting longing eyes, and 
where the Arabs are also restless. 
The British protectorate is necessary 
there because no other power ‘is 
strong enough to keep it independent, 
and because it covers the road to 
India. lJBritain is’ trying ‘to protect 
also Palestine, where the_ Arabs are 
also restless, for the sake of the 
Jewish people promised peaceful ten- 
ure by all the-allies. Britain is try- 
ing to keep the Dardanelles neutral, 
as an essential point in avoiding fut- 
ure war. Britain is trying also to 
prevent a “holy war”. of Moslems 
against: Christians, never. a more 
formidable menace than at present. 
Britain knows also that if the Turks 
cross the Bosphorus a Balkan war is 
as sure as can be. Those are the 
principal objects for which Great 
Britain is striving, and to accomplish 
them ‘che considers it- necessary to 
stop the Turks crossing the Bosphorus 
by a display of sufficient military 
strength. It is not the policy Britain 
would have chosen for preference,-but 
it is the only one possible under the 
circumstances. 
France has followed for a couple of 
years a policy of encouraging the 
Turk Nationalists. Partly that was 
to protect her own interests in Syria, 
and partly to force Britain’s hand in 
Europe. Her coquetting with Kemal 
has ‘had disastrous effects, as France 
is beginning to become aware, She 
cannot today pursue her vigorous pol- 
icy toward Germany, for Germany 
would now laugh at threats of force in 
view of the situation developing in the 
Near East. France sees also Russia, 
whom she regards as her deadly 
enemy, elated by .the Turkish  suc- 
cesses. The “Little Entente” of the 
lesser states of Central Europe, care- 
fully fostered by France, is likely to 
withdraw support from French policy 
and plunge into earnest war with the 
Turk. All in all,- France has many 
reasons for misgiving, and her policy 
,is veering round to support of- Great 
Britain in firm action. 

Greece, impelled by the vanity and 
vaulting ambitions of Constantine, 
began a foolish war of aggression in 
Asia Minor. Greece was decisively 
licked and deserved all she got. Now 
Greece is grimly determined to hold 
her position in Thrace, the former 
Turkey-in-Europe, at all costs. She 
will be a factor if any fighting 
materialises. 

Turkey made a solemn pact at An- 
gora three years ago to restore the 
ancient glory of the Porte. Under 
Mustapha Kemal Pasha she {s well 
on the way to accomplish this. All 
the former Turkey-in-Europe is now 
her demand. Kemal is master of Asia 
Minor. iAgitation carefully nurtured 
among the Moslems in India, Afghan- 
istan, Mesopotamia, Palestine and 
Egypt is strengthening his hand. 
Nothing will keep him from setting 
forth after Thrace and Constantinople 
but doubt of being able to carry the 
program through, and there will be no 
doubt unless there {s an overwhelming 
military force in the way. 

Russia, cool enough toward the 
Kemalists until they had trounced 
Greece, now accords them the 
strongest moral support backed by 
the constant threat of military action 
with all the force of the red army, a 
powerful military machine. Russia 
is taking her foreign policy from Ger- 
many now, and through Russia Tur- 


key can count on all possible Ger- 
man _ assistance. 
Bulgaria would welcome’ war in 


the Balkans and would throw herself 
into it heartily, not so much to help 
Turkey as to strike a blow at the 
other’ Balkan countries. 

Italy has been endeavoring to pro- 
pitiate the Kemalists. Italy has Mos- 
lem colonies and is well content to 
keep Turkish friendship if possible. 
In the last test Britain can count on 
Italian co-operation, but her support 
at present is lukewarm and timorous. 
Italy’s interest {s to prevent war in 
the Balkans, and that, along -with the 
necessity of retaining British friend- 
ship, will be the deciding factor.

Business Recovery : 

Business barometers are all. pofat- 
ing to better times. The big coal 
strikes are settled.

Rumors of: war 
in the Near East have sent the price 
of wheat up a few cents. We do ot 
want war, but on the prairies we do 
want higher prices for our grain pro- 
ducts. Western people arg bomely 
enough in ‘their way of thinking these 
days to find it hard to correlate the 
past year’s prices on hides and wool 
with this fall’s prices on boots and 
clothing. The large amount %f hous? 
building in Edmonton this year is an 
indication of a return to better times. 
More home building this year than 
for the past several years. For the 
first time in years the Canadian dol- 
lar last week was worth over par on 
the United States exchange. The 
good crop in Southern Alberta is 
again demonstrating the fine recuper- 
ative qualities of the sunny south. 
Perhaps the best indications we have 
before us in Alberta that real business 
is again opening is the decision of 
the National Railways to start work 
in Edmonton on their large western 
car shops; and the Imperial Of] Com- 
pany to erect a large oil refinery 
plant at Calgary. These things’ have 
a real meaning.

passengers compelled to travel be- 
tween two rows of signboards varying 
only in degrees of ugliness.—St. 
Thomas Times-Journal.

Canadian Prime Minister Says Cabl 
net Is “Waiting for Information” 


\ Ottawa, ,Sept. 19.—As anticipated, 
the action of the government towards 
the European crisis {s to be for the 
.present at least one of watchful wait- 
ing. Until further information is 
available, no decision of any kind 
will be made, but it is’ plain that 
even if advices from London should 
warrant Canadian participation, the’ 
cabinet will take no action on its own 
responsibility. It has been felt here, 
ever since the first intimation was 
received that Canada might-be asked 
to participate, that parliament would 
be summoned before any neon 
was made. This was confirmed 

a statement issued by the prime th 
ister after the cabinet had been in 
session all day yesterday. 

Government's Statement 

“It is the view of the government,” 
it says, “that public opinion: in Canada 
would demand authorization on the 
part of parliament as a necessary pre- 
liminary to the dispatch of any con- 
tingent to participate in the conflict 
in the Near East. eee 

“There is no evidence before the 
government at present, however, that 
the situation is so serious as to call 
for Canadian intervention.” 

“The whole question,” said the pre- 
mier, “may be summed up in the 
phrase ‘waiting for information.’ We 
are in constant communication with 
them and with the British govern- 
ment direct, but we have not yet 
been able to ascertain whether the 
situation is sufficiently serious _ to 
justify the summoning of parlia- 
| ment.”
